THE ANARCHIST 
TRIAL 


S E V E N O F T H E C O N S P I R A T O R S C O N - 


DEMNED T O DIE ON T H E GALLOWS. 


Portraits of tbe Principal Flgnr«» In 
This Celebrated Case^-The Judgre, Pros- 
ecuting: Attorney, Counsel for Defense 
and tbe Brave Police Detective. 


The trial of the Anarchists has lasted well 
on towards three months. 
It has excelled in 
importance the celebrated Broadway railroad 
case in New York. It has been watched by 
the country with an interest even ,somewhat 
akin to that with which the Garfield trial 
was followed. 
The lawyers on both sides 
have made a national reputation. 
So has the 
judge. So has the dauntless police captain 
who acted as a detective in ferreting out the 
bomb throwers. 
The mayor of Chicago oc- 
cupied the witness stand during this cele- 
brated case. Eight men were tried variously 
on the two charges of conspiracy and 
murder. 


The trial took place before the judge of the 
superior court, Joseph E. Gary. He has 


clear, direct eye, a 
fine face and a nose 
like that of Sena-

V e r m o n t . H e 
treated both sides 
with great 
cour- 
tesy during the An- 
archist law pro- 
ceedings, and the 
l e g a l 
profession 
generally have ap- 
proved his rulings.

day the court room 
was crowded. 
Many ladies attended. 
There 
was sometimes not room for them in the or- 
dinary seats provided for spectators. At 
such times gallant 
Judge 
Gary 
invited 
several of them to sit beside him on the 
bench. Day after day these fair associate 
judges took the places offered them and 
listened with grave faces to the testimony. 
The scene was a pretty one. 


Judge Garj' is 65 years old. It is comfort- 
ing to those who are younger to know that a 
man can reach thus the borderland of old age 
with intellect undimmed, with physique in- 
deed not yet a prey to that repulsive decay 
whereby the body wears itself out. The 
judge is a native of New York state and has 
practiced law forty-two years. 
Thirty of 
them have been spent in Chicago. It was in 
the criminal room of the Cook county court 
that the Anarchists were tried. 


The case against the prisoners was conduct- 
ed by State's Attorney Julius S. Grinnell. He 
is a shrewd, plucky- 
looking man, with 
a dimple in his chin. 
He closed the case 
for the prosecution 
in a strong sum- 
ming up spt-ech. In 
the course of it he 
remarkefl that the 
indictment was for 
murder, and the ^ 
penalty could be a 
sentence to the state 
penitentiary 
f o r 
any 
number 
of 
years over fourteen,

alty—death. 
While the indictment specified 
the murder of one man, it covered the mur- 
der of seven iwlice officers. If the jury ac- 
quitted the defendants, that acquitted them 
of the murder of all these men. The state 
had no appeal, and no one of the defendants 
could be again indicted and tried for any of 
the offenses covered in the present indict- 
ment. The defonsti could appeal, however. 


He believed, howevtM-, that the jury would 
bring in a Verdict that he could hand down to 
his children with pride—if Anarchy spared 
them. 


ItwasCapt. Black, however, the lawyer for 
the eight indicted prisoners, who made for 
himself the widest reputation. 
He did this 
by the remarkable and ingenious way in 
which he pleaded their cause. 


Capt. Black has more the look of an en- 
thusiast than of a dry, hard lawyer. He 
appeared indeed to 
beUeve every word 
he said while he 
was defending the 
prisoners. 
Rather 
oddly, during the 
trial his wife at- 
tended most of the 
time and took notes 
of the proceedings. 
She appeared to be 
almost a Socialist 
herself, in the deep 
intei-est she took in 
the prisoners. She 
sat close to them, 
now and then whis- 


beei» captured- 
Spies, Parsons, Schwab, 
Lingg and Fielden are the principal prisoners. 


A feature of the case is the number of An- 
archists who turned informers. 
Oh being ar- 
rested they weakened at once and gave the plot 
away. 
Five of them were found willing thus 
to save themselves by betraying their com- 
rades, t h o u ^ not all of them were allowed 
to testify. They should at least have had the 
courage and strength to hang together. 
As 
it is, they present a picture that is little he- 
roic. 


The verdict of this jury, that seven of the 
Anarchist conspirators be punished 
with 
death, and that the remaining prisoner, 
Neebe, be imprisoned for fifteen rears, will, 
it is expected, discourage future dynamiters.

THE idea that it is impossiblfi to pro- 
pel ships at the rate of forty knots an 
hour is being discnssod in Eiirojie. 
Prof. Thurston, of London, has recently 
taken up the subject, and concludes 
that it is possible. The ship that he 
proposes is to be 800 feet long, and 80 
feet beam, and 25 feet draught, 'vith a 
displacenicmt of about 38,000 tons. He 
estimates the power required to projiel 
her at 250,000 horses. He calculates 
that her machinery and boilers will 
weigh only 60 pounds per horse power, 
or 7,500 tons in all. She would burn 
175 tons of coal per hour, 3,200 tons a 
day, and 10,500 for a voyage from Liver- 
pool to New York. 
The total weight ol 
fuel and machinery would be about 18,- 
000, leaving 20,000 tons for the ship and 
cargo. For the hull he allows 12,000 
tons, leaving 80,000 tons for CIBW, 
passengers, and cargo.

LONDON, Aug. 26.—The queen tele- 
graphed to Bucharest yesterday for news 
of Prince Alexander, of Bulgaria. Prince 
Alexander's adherents are still in prison 
Oaravaroff, the Russian captain in com 
mand of Prince Alexander's yacht, has 
telegraphed to Buchajest, in reply to an 
inquiry, that the prince was handed 
over to tbe Bussian authorities.

low Prince Alexander to reascend the 
throne. 


SOFIA, Aug. 26.—A single regiment of 
troops, with the assistance of a number 
of military cadets, accomplished the 
work of deposing Prince Alexander 
Before proceeding against the Prince 
the revolutionists arrested the com 
mander of Prince Alexander's regiment, 
which was at Slivini^za. The provisional 
government seeing the populace were 
violently loyal to the deposed prince, re- 
signed the office and liberated the com- 
mander, who at once brought his regi 
ment from Slivinitza and disarmed the 
regiment 
which 
had 
assisted 
peposing the prince and after this 
tbe commmder put under arrest the 
political leoders who bad managed tbe 
coup d'tat. The powere have recognized 
the government formed by M. Karevo 
lof. 


ViKNNA, Aug. 26.—rThe Russian tele- 
gram agencies' statement that Prince 
Alexander has been released, is little 
credited here. 


RENI, Aug. 26.—The czar has ordered 
that Prince Alexander be forwarded 
Kissenoff, if he refuses to accept his ab 
duction as an accomplished fact. The 
towns of Bulgaria are decked with flags 
and there is general rejoicing at the 
overthrow of the reliels.

Talks About the Colored People 
and Their Rights. 


NKW YOBK, Aug. 26.—The 
Herald 
publishes a long interview with Presi- 
dent Cleveland in regard to his appoint- 
ment of Register Matthews in the course 
of which he said: 
"The opinion that 
colored democrats are a division is not 
an opinion of which a man ha& any 
right to be proud. 
The colored people 
of the south are just like all tbe rest of 
us. 
The moment they begin to recog- 
nize the duty of citizenship, that mo- 
ment they will begin to form convictions 
and be governed by them. 
Does any 
reasonable man suppose that when the 
white people of the country divide them- 
selves between the republican and demo- 
cratic parties, the colored people will 
all think alike and join the republican 
party; this is an insult to the colored 
man's brains. It is tbe sheerest non- 
sense, and more thgh that, it would be a 
great political calamity. 
DLSerence of 
opinion is not only a charm of the repub- 
lic, but is also its safety, and I have no 
doubt, neither has any thoughtful man, 
that when education does its effective 
work, the colored race of the south 
will divide between the republican and 
democratic parties. 


POWDERLY TALKS. 


He Tells Knigrhts of Labor That 
The Ballot is Tlieir Great 
Weapon. 


WiLKSBABBE, Aug, 26.—The Kaighls 
of Labor of Luzerne and Lackuwannii 
counties turned out en masse yesterday 
to attend a great picnic held at Luzerne 
grove. General Master Workman Pow- 
derly was present and delivered an ad- 
dress. He said now that the democratic 
state convention had met and done its 
work and didn't nominate Powderly for 
any office, he was free to speak his mii.d. 


"I never desired any office," continued 
Mr. Powderly, "from either of the great 
political pEirties. 
The office I hold to- 
day is a grander acd nobler one thau 
any in the gift of the American people, 
and so long as I occupy that position I 
shall keep my hand from politics. This 
should not be the case with Knights of 
Labor in general, however. 
The ballot 
is their great weapon, after all. 
It is 
superior to the boycott after all. It 
strikes with telling effect, and I hope 
every Knight of Labor will make use of 
it this fall when he votes for congress- 
men. There is one great, growing evil 
in this country and that is the land 
question. Congress should pass a law 
for- 
bidding any man to own an acre of ground 
in this country unless he is an American 
citizen, or intends to become one. 
Let 
your duty this fall be to vote for men 
who will pass such a law. 
The foreign 
land sharks must go. I would also have 
you as memberc of a great labor organi- 
zation, to drop all class and religious 
issues, and act in one common brother- 
hood. The industries of the country are 
not yet prepared for an eigat hour 
movement, and the Knights of Labor 
will not be found in sympathy with it. 
The Knights of Labor have no sympa- ^ 
thy with the Chicago anarchists. An- 
archy is destructive of everything that 
is good, and men who destroy life and 
property with the torpedo and dynamite 
are the worst kind of enemy to honest 
labor."

A ConnectlDfiT Link of Road Pro- 
jected this Way. 


Fort Wayne is happily situated to 
catch all east and west railroad lines. 
Besides the almost assurinl Dayton and 
Chicago 'coal road, an old 
railro^ 
project which has recently been revived 
is the conatmction of a line east and 
west between the Lake Shore roads and 
extending from Toledo through Fort 
Wayne to Rome City and on up north 
to the Baltimore and Ohio road. 
The 
old Canadian Southern charter will soon 
expire, it is said, and something will 
have to be done. 
It is figured that the 
old canal bed can be used part of the 
way and it is estimated that the cost of 
extending the line to Rome City would 
be less than $10,000. which would not 
be too great to warrant the company in 
extending it for the benefit of excursions 
it conducts to that popular summer re- 
sort. With the line completed, the Lake 
Shore road would control all of the ex- 
cursions to Rome City over the Wabash 
and the Baltimore and Ohio and its own 
lines, which would be a saving of from 
$150 to $200 on each excursion, an item 
alone of no small concern to the road.
